New York, Oct. 4.—An aeroplane 
flashed past the white dome of Grant’s 
tomb today, then, turning gracefully 
In midair over the waters of the Hud¬ 
son, shot like a falcon back to Gov¬ 
ernor's Island, ten miles away. Wilbur 
Wright, of Dayton. O.. thus placed his 
name in the rank with Hudson and 
Fulton to-day In one of the moat spec¬ 
tacular feats In the History of aero¬ 
nautics. 

Over the masses of warships, from 
wiioso decks the hoarse cheers of the 
sailors was borne up to him In hi# ele¬ 
vated seat, he flew for twenty miles— 
ten miles up and ten miles back—re¬ 
maining In the air for thirty-three min¬ 
utes and thirty-three seconds, ai.d 
alighting at the aerodrome without mis¬ 
hap. 

• • • 

Cheered By Thousands. 

During the flight business was prac¬ 
tically at a standstill In all that part 
of Manhattan from which a view of his 
remarkable performance was available. 
Harbor craft shrieked their applause, 
cheer after cheer swept up from the 
banks of the Hudson and the lower 
bay, for the Dayton aviator had "made 
good,'* crowning the aviation pro¬ 
gramme of the Hudson-Fulton celebra¬ 
tion with a record. 

Wright started on hi* flight up the 
Hudson at 9:56 a. m. and finished ex 
actly at 10:29:83. He had Intended 
to Improve upon his achievement of the 
moralng by making a Jouger or more 
hazardous flight at sunset, but the 
crippling of his motor Just as he was 
aloiit to start on the evening attempt 
dashed his hopes as well as of those 
of the thousand* who had assembled on 
Governor's Island and along the water 
front to cheer him on. 

• • • 

Conditions Not of the Best. 

The flight was made under conditions 
only moderately favorable. When 
Wright reached Governor's* Island 
shortly after 8 o’clock the wind was 
blowing about ten miles an hour, whllo 
an overcast sky added to the uncer¬ 
tainty uf the weather. In the race of 
these conditions Wright called for vol¬ 
unteers among the newspaper men as¬ 
sembled to tow* his machine to the 
staring rail while he superintended the 
laying of the starting way In the di¬ 
rection of the wind. Everything ready, 
his mechanician gave the propeller a 
twist which started the motor and. 
amid the clatter of the machine's ex- 
exhaust. which rounded like musketry’ 
flre, Wright climbed to his seat In his 
aeroplane. 

With the same Imperturbable de¬ 
meanor which hits characterised all of 
his flight* the aviator pulled hjl cap 
over his eyes and reached for the stort¬ 
ing lever. In a monwtk the machine 
was ofl.

Rises Over Steamers. 


hand, exclaiming: "It was a splendid 
performance: I congratulate you.” 

The flight to-day was a surprise to 
all. Throughout the Hudson-Fulton 
relebratlon crowds had watted In vain 
for the flight up the Hudson, expecting 
spectacular performances from both 
W right and Glenn H. Curtiss. But 
with the exception of Wright's flight* 
on Wednesday last, when he encircled 
the Statue of Liberty. the elem-nts 
prevented any substantial demonstra¬ 
tion So to-day \\ right’s achievement 
was hulled with enthusiasm and as If 
by magic the news spread along the 
river front from the battery to Harlem. 
The top* of office buildings, apart¬ 
ment*. dwellings and other structures 
u'ere soon crowded w ith humanity, who 
witnessed his upstream Journey. 

• • • 

Accident To Motor. 

There was keen disappointment when 
the mishap to the motor prevented a 
second flight, for the uviator had an¬ 
nounced Immediately after the conclu¬ 
sion of his morning flight that ho 
w*ould make a longer and more spec¬ 
tacular one In the afternoon, when hr 
proposed to fly not only over water, but 
over tho less monuments! buildings 
hedging the water front of Lower New 
York, thence westward until he reached 
the New Jersey shore, and back to 
(Governor's Island. Himself chagrined 
at the turn of affairs. Wright was 
| forced to abandon hi* programme and 
return to New York to-night to make 
ready to go to Washington to-morrow. 
There he will Instruct army officers In 
the manipulation of the Wright aero¬ 
plane. which the signal corps pur¬ 
chased last August. 

Wright was preparing for the second 
flight, when the accident which marred 
a day of achievement occurred. Due to 
excessive explosive pressure, a cylinder 
head blew loose and shot through the 
canvas of tho upper plane, ripping a 
large hole. A* soon us the damage was 
ascertained. Wright ordered the ma¬ 
chine wheeled back to Its shed. Such 
repairs as wero needed to put his flier 
into commission ugaiu, he said, would 
occupy several days, and ho could not 
stop in New Ifork that length of time. 
• • • 

Might Happen At Any Tima 

He was asked if the accident to-day’ 
could have happened while the machine 
was up in tho ulr. 

'Yes.*' he said, "it could have; any¬ 
thing can happen In the air.” 

He was confident, however, that even 
In such a perilous contingency, he 
could have brought his bl-plane to 
earth on an ©ven keel and without 
harm to himself. 

The Curtiss machine, which It had 
been hoped also would fly to-day, w’os 
taken apart this morning and shipped 
to St. Louis. ' Curtiss w'as summoned 
to Hammondsport, N. Y., early to-day 
by Important business, but he will 
leave for B*. Louis to-morrow to give 
exhibition flights there In connection 
wltn the Centennial celebration which 
Is being held this week.

Officers Not Impressed. 

American and foreign naval officers 
gathered here who witnessed WUbur 
Wright's flight up the Hudson to-day. 
while Impressed with the manner In 
which the aviator controlled his craft, 
are nevertheless of the opinion that the 
machine would be an easy target for 
shrapnel fired from the big guns. Till* 
waa the view taken by Commander 
81ms. of the Minnesota, who pointed out 
that an aviator out or guu range would 
be equally* out of position to drop a 
projectile on a battleship. 

The consensus of opinion seemed to 
be that the aeroplane must be further 
perfected before it will be of great 
advantage Ip warfare, at least In an 
attack on Ui© enemy’s navy.

Sacramento. Cal., Oct, 4.—After mak¬ 
ing one of the longest Jumps of his trip 
and traveling for twenty-flv© hour* 
through Oregon and the northern half 
of California.

In which 
he declared anew that before many of 
the Roosevelt policies of conservation 
can be carried Into effect, confirmatory 
and enabling legislation must be se¬ 
cured, and he pledged himself to use 
alt his power to Induce Congress 
pass all laws necessary.

To Go More Into Detail.

Having already made a number of 
set speeches covering the various sub¬ 
jects he expects to Incorporate In his 
annus) message to Congress, the Presi¬ 
dent. during the rest of his tour, will 
discuss In more or less detail many 
of the phases of the larger questions, 
for he believes that after all the details 
count more than a mere general dec¬ 
laration of policy. 

While to the average mind the 
thought of a day and night of uninter¬ 
rupted travel suggests discomforts and 
fatigue, the twenty-five hours between 
Portland and Bscramento proved to be 
a period of real rest and enjoyment for 
the President.

Immediately after they have been ex¬ 
amined by tho University of Copenha¬ 
gen. duplicate copies of my records will 
be submitted to all the gographlcal so¬ 
cieties of the world and to any other 
scientific bodies desiring them.’’

ADMIT THE REV. ARCHIBALD 
BLACK TO MINISTRY IN 
SPITE OF VIEWS. 


New York. Oct. 4.—The action of the 
New York Presbytery to-day in admit¬ 
ting th* Rev. Archibald Black to the 
ministry despite the accusation* of ex¬ 
treme liberalism brought aaglnst him.

which the statement prwpared by Peary 
and submitted to Gen. Hubbard at Bur 
Harbor. Me., win be gone over and 
then made public. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook has arranged 
to Issue a counter statement. It 1« an¬ 
nounced, to show that his rival's 
declaration does nqt prove that he did 
not precede Peary to the polo by nearly 
a year.

HI* manta, the 
phvslclan said, wa* one of hallucina¬ 
tion He believed that he wo* being 
persecuted and feared every one. 

Owned New York Paper. 

N.'W York. Oct. 4.—Albert Pulitzer, 
who wa* a brother of Joseph Pulitzer, 
publisher of the New York World, wa* 
tho founder of the New York Morning 
Journal. He had spent most of hi* time 
In Europe since 1885 until two year* 
nge. when he came to New York and 
announced hi* Intention of starting a 
newspaper In thl* city. The project 
was not put Into effect and Mr. Pulitzer 
returned to Europe. 

Estranged From Brother. 

Berlin. Oct. 4.—Joaeph Pulitzer, who 
is now In Berlin, ha.* had no direct In¬ 
formation regarding the suicide of hi* 
brother. Albert. In Vienna yesterday. 
He was first Informed of the occur¬ 
rence by a newspaper correspondent 
telephoning to one of hi* secretaries. 
Joseph and Albert Pulitzer have been 
estranged for some year* paei.

Burris and Hlefener were known 4* 
cell attendants in B cellhouse and oc¬ 
cupied the same cell, which was No. 
20 , on range 4. C cellhouse, their du¬ 
ties being to look after keeping the 
cellhouse In order. This re&liy made 
them trusties Inside the wails. So far 
as known they had not engaged In any 
previous quarrel. 

No ono saw the blows struck tha* 
killed Hlefener and the first known o( 
the trouble was when Charles D Read¬ 
er. Instructor In the trade school .#f 
printing, went to the apurtmer.t Wh«*a 
he opened the door of the cell he found 
Hlefener lying In a pool of blood and 
brain matter on the finer. Burris wa-^ 
at the door, and with a defiant look 
when asked what the trouble was re¬ 
plied that his cellmate had cursed him 
and called him o vile name. Burrlt 
said when he aroused Hlefener the lat¬ 
ter was in a bad humor and began *.o 
curse him. He thon. according to his 
story, used the iron rod with telling 
effect. 

Assistance tvas called to take llirf- 
ener. w'ho was unconscious, to the hos¬ 
pital. while Burris was marched under 
*uord to the office eff rapt I>eaf.

Hlefener had been placed on an op¬ 
erating table In the hospital and hla 
wounds were examined by Dr Harry 
H. Smith, phyalclan at the Reforma¬ 
tory; Dr. Walter D. Levi, who began 
his duties yesterday as assistant physi¬ 
cian. and MaJ. Peyton, who Is a sur¬ 
geon of high standing. They found 
Hleferier had been struck squarely in 
the forehead, a little to the left of the 
middle, the wound being three lnchea 
deep nnd through the skull and brain — 
once over the left temple and again 
over the left ear. It la believed the lavt 
two blows were given with an Intention 
of completing the work. From the 
guplng wound tr» ihe forehead the 
brains ran out In large quantity. The 
other wounds were leas severe. 

As soon as possible Hlefener w as op¬ 
erated upon nnd given qvery po sible 
attention. He never regained con¬ 
sciousness and continued to breathe un¬ 
til Just as the tun wu* sinking last 
evening All through the day the peo¬ 
ple ot Jeffersonville were ignorant that 
the ?econd murder Inside of eight 
months had been committed at the In¬ 
diana Reformatory, the other being that 
of Foster Parker, c Hored. who was 
struck with « pick by Charlea Tucker, 
a white Inmate.

Waaldngton. Oct. 4.—Financial and 
weather conditions combined produced to¬ 
day the moat unfavorable report from the 
Department of Agriculture on the condi¬ 
tion of Lbe cotton crop that has been 
made at this season of the year for many 
years. The officio* report indicates that 
on September 35 the condiUoo of the 
cotton crop was only 38.6 per cent, of 
normal, as compared with 63.7 per cent 
011 August 2S. 1909. 69 7 on September 26, 
r.*v 8 , 67.7 on September 28. 19D7, and 87 
per cent, on the average for ten years 
on September 23, 1^09.

A. Knapp, chief of the co-operative deni- 
cnfrtmnoo woik for the Department of

Uh- serious failing off in tho ilguice, o* 
pec tally for Louisiana and Mississippi, 
were due to two conditions; One was tlu 
excessive rainfall In the early part of the 
cotton crop season, followed by a serious 
drouth, and the second was the failure 
uf cotton planters to obtain advances on 
tbelr crops from bankers. The lattet 
russoft forced the planters to dismiss a 
considerable part or their labor at a tlm 
wlien the boll weetH was a most serious 
peat.

Acreage Smaller. 

Dr Knapp stated that another reason 
widt h Induced a falling off in tho general 
average ot Loulalana was that there w«u 
practically 90 per cent, lema of acreage In 
cotton than in previous years. 

Tbe boll weevil did soilous damago dur¬ 
ing the past year In the southwestern 
quarter of Mt«*l»elppt. 

'To my Judgment ' said Dr. Knapp. 
**the realty serious trouble which applies 
to all the cotton dutes was brought about j 
by the cXCcasrve rainfall In the early pari 
of the season and the oxceaaiv* drouth 
in the latter pari in some of the -State, 
planters itcartely could obietu wato; 
enough for their livestock. This was par¬ 
ticularly true of Texas and Oklahoma 
What Is known as the New Orleans storm, 
which passed vtp through portions of 
Louisiana and Western Mississippi, blew 
out Immense quantities of cot-on and 
served «er v»o*t> to detract from the ex¬ 
cellence of the crop. " 

Secretary W'dson declined to make any 
statement regarding the figures given out 
by his department. He sold that he 
would talk about the wheat crop, abogt 
the condition of cattle in tne West and 
about almost anything else but cotton. 
He sold that Dr. Knapp knew more about 
the cotton crop from practical observance 
of conditions in the South than any other 
man in the department, and had noth¬ 
ing to add to the statement made by him

HONEST REGISTRATION FIRST. 


In plain language Judge Joseph Fry. 
or, of the Criminal Court, yeatcrday 
gave tho members of the Octoi**r grand 
jury, newly empaneled, the 1 h* ub It 
applies to registration and election, and 
called upon this body to return an in¬ 
dictment against any person, of what¬ 
ever their station In Ute, who they are 
Informed has violated the provisions of 
the statutes. Judge Pryor pointed out 
how Impossible it Is to have a fair 
election and to ascertain the true In¬ 
tention of the people unless the regie- 
(ration Is properly and regularly con¬ 
ducted. 

He insisted that the regularly ap¬ 
pointed officers of election must sene 
and that they should he punished 
should they withdraw In favor of some 
other person who might seek to act 
unfairly.

He urged the 
grand jury to see that the law Is 
strictly enforced and detailed how wit¬ 
nesses could bo summoned and made 
to testify of irregularities in the regis¬ 
tration of to-day and to-morrow.

duty of everyone selected by eaid com¬ 
mission and appointed as election officer 
to serve at both tii# registration and elec¬ 
tion to be present and act In pursuance of 
earfd notice, as provided In Section 1579 of 
the Kentucky Statute#

Election Officers Must Serve. 


Tou therefore see that an officer of elec¬ 
tion or registration is a very Important 
officer wKtiln the meaning of the law. and 
all violations of this section should be 
rigidly and carefully Investigated, be a use 
K Is the •tepping-stono to a fair and hon¬ 
es: election, which cannot be had without 
a fair registration. Every officer of elec¬ 
tion or registration Is appointed by the 
Election Commissioners breause he is a 
fit person to hold said position, and it U 
his duty to serve, end under no cJrcuxn- 
*iaric*s should he permit another to act 
in his stead * 

Th4s practice has been too frequently 
indulged in In the past, and the public 
bos suffered because of same, and 1 men. 
Don tihls because from my observation of 
cases tried In this court, the proof hsui 
shown that persona duly appointed to act 
os election and registration officers have 
conveniently gotten out of the in or¬ 

der to allow others to act In their stead, 
and thus accomplish the end desired by 
unscrupulous politicians who were able to 
use the Ignorant or willing tool, thus act¬ 
ing in the position of a duty appointed 
and qualified official. 

It ts therefore for thia reaaon that the 
law requires those appointed by said com¬ 
missioner* to act us election officers dur¬ 
ing the registration and election, and fixes 
the penalty aforementioned unless they 
fall to act from some good cause, and If 
you gentlemen have any Information after 
the registration that any officer appointed 
by said Election Commissioners failed to 
act as mid election officer—that Is at the 
registration—It Is your duty to return nn 
indictment against him.

TO TELEPHONE ■ 

Mayor Grlnstead. who I* n candidate to succeed himself, devoted a large 
part of tho opening speech of his campaign to a defense of himself on the tele¬ 
phone question. He gave a great deal of hi* time to an alleged statement of 
facts regarding tho Louisville Home Telephone Company a* a reason for his 
refusal to allow It any relief from Us present situation. And In his subse¬ 
quent speeches he has continued to make the Home Company the principal 
theme of hi* discourse. HI* statements give such an unjust and unfair pres¬ 
entation of the case that the company consider* It necessary, In Justice to It¬ 
self, to state with some fullness thfe real facts. As It Is not in politic* and has 
no representative* on the stump in the present campaign, it takes this a* it* 
only course of letting the public understand the truth. It l# necessary to go 
somewhat Into detail tn order to state the fact# In such u way that the Intel¬ 
ligent citizen tnr.y read and understand for himself, and the company hop©* 
that those who are willing to learn what tbe real fact* are, and to do what is 
fair and Just under those facts, wilt take time to read and consider this state¬ 
ment. 

Figures of the Mayor's Own Experts. 

After referring to the passage of the ordinance which was Intended by the 
Council to give relief to the compare*, the gist of the Mayor’s statement a# to 
why he refused to concur in this action !» found in tho following paragraph of 
hi* reported speech: 

“I vetoed that ordinance because, after an investigation of the figure* 
submitted by the Home Telephone Company from it# own bonk*. I was con¬ 
vinced that the company was not on the verge of financial ruin. but. In 
fact, during the first four months of 1908 had paid the running expenses. In¬ 
terest on the bond* and In addition earned 9 per cent, on the- -actual value of 
lta plant." 

We think anyone In reading this statement would be led to believe that 
the Louisville Home Telephone Company, In the four month* referred to, made 
earnings sufficient to Justify the payment of a dividend of 9 per cent, on the 
vaJue of It# plant. Yet nothing could bo- farther from the truth, as we will 
presently show. 

In the first place, the Mayor 1* unfair In falling to state that his investiga¬ 
tions were not confined to the particular four month# to which he refers (the 
flrvt four months of 1908), but that hi# accountants also examined the com¬ 
pany*# book* for the complete preceding year of 1907. And he falls to state 
that the books for the entire year of 1907. according to tho report made to him 
by hi* own accountant*, showed that, after the payment of the expenses of 
maintenance and operation and interest on the bonds, and after making a 
proper charge for the depreciation of the plant, the company closed the year 
with a deficit of 127.498.65. 

Then, coming to the particular four months to which the Mayor refers, 
the first four months of 1908, he fall* to explain that In making the state- 
ment from which the reader or hearer would suppose that the company had 
made a net earning at the rate of 9 per cent, on the value uf Its plant. no has 
allowed not one cent for making good tha depreciation of the plant. The re¬ 
port of the Mayor*# own accountant* for the four months In question showed 
that, after making the charge* for maintenance, for Intercut and for depre¬ 
ciation of the plant, the net exces# earning* for those four months, not only of 
the Louisville exchange, but of the New Albany and all other exchanges taken 
together, amounted to only 51,544.42. If we should assume that exactly the 
same rate of earning# and expenses continued for the remaining eight months 
of the year, the result at the end of the year would have shown net earning# 
of 54,633.30 on property which coal practically 11.800,000, or net earnings of about 
x /a of 1 per cent. But, as a matter of fact, the ratio of earning# and expense# 
for the first four months of the year long did not continue through the remain¬ 
ing eight months; and the result wus that at the end of the year the apparent 
small excess of earnings for the first four month* was completely wiped out 
and there was again a deficit. That it to say, the grots earnings for the year 
1908 were not enough to pay the expenses of maintenance and operation, the in¬ 
terest on the bonds and to cover a proper charge for depreciation of the plant. 

Depreciation of Plant. 

In speaking of the operations of 1907, and those of the first four months 
of 1908, the accounts of which were examined by the Mayor’s own expert*, and 
of the operations for the remaining eight months of 1908; we have referred to 
the necessity of making a proper allowance out of earnings for depreciation of 
the plant, the thing for which the Mayor makes absolutely no allowance in his 
public statement to the effect that for the first four months of 1908 the company 
earned 9 per cent. We assume that any intelligent person, certainly If he will 
reflect for a moment, anderstands the absolute necessity for providing out of 
the earnings for the constant depreciation of a manufacturing plant. But the 
matter Is so Important that we take occasion to explain this necessity as briefly 
as possible. 

If an investor has 5100,000 to invest, and he lend# It out at interest on 
mortgage# for ten year*, he expects, of course, to get his regular interest Income 
during the ton vea;*s, uml to get a return of his * ntire >100,000 principal at the 
end of the ten years. If he gets hi# regular lnten-t during this period, but gets 
a return of onl> >50,000 of hi* principal at the end of the loan, he has simply 
lost one-half of his Investment. Bankruptcy and poverty would be the certain 
result of the continuation of such a process. 

Now suppose the same man. Instead of investing his >100.000 In mortgage 
loans for ten year*, should Invest hi* money In a manufacturing plant. In or¬ 
der to keep himself whole, he would have to gel a fair net Income throughout 
the period of ten year*, and have u plant worth $100,000 at the end of the 
ten years. If he should get simpl> hi* net Income during the ten years, but 
should And himself at the end of that period with a plant worth only >50,000 
(one-half or what it cost), then manifestly he has lost one-half of his Invest¬ 
ment, and bankruptcy and poverty would be the result of this process. Every¬ 
body knows that a manufacturing plant (and, a# we will presently show, par¬ 
ticularly a telephone plant) depreciate# In value from year to year a# 
inevitably a* the year# roll around. And the onfy way to keep up the value of 
such a plant is to replace the part* that wear out, or become obsolete, a* these 
occurrence* happen. To do thl# take# money; and this money must be pro¬ 
vided out of the earning# of the plant. If it should not be thus provided, and 
the owner should provide It with new money, be would not be preserving intact 
hla original Investment, but would be adding new capital. 

From this statement It must be absolutely plain that the earning* of such 
a plant must be sufficient to pay the operating expense#, the ordinary repair 
charge* (usually called maintenance), provide a fund sufficient to replace part* 
that wear out entirely or become obsolete, and a fair net Income for the owner 
over and above these charges. This l# necessary In order that the owner may 
receive a fair annual Income from hi# Investment, and keep hi# Investment in¬ 
tact. And It must, therefore, be manifest to any flhlnking person that when the 
Mayor in making hie statement of the earnings of the company failed to take 
into account, or to allow, one cent to provide against the depreciation of the 
plant, and made a statement which would lead anyone to believe that the com¬ 
pany was making a net earning of 9 per cent., the statement was misleading 
and unfair. 

Telephone Experts on Depreciation of Plant: 

The necessity for making a proper depreciation charge would seem to he 
hufficlently plain without referring to any export opinion. But the Importance 
of the subject Justifies such a reference. 

One of the most noted telephone engineer# and experts In this country is 
Mr. A. V. Abbott, he being the man who*© "co-operatlon and criticism" the 
United State* Government Invoked In the preparation of the report on tele¬ 
phone*# and telegraphs which was. made to the Department of Labor and C<fin- 
merce cm January 23, 1906. In his work on Telephony Mr. Abbott, dealing with 
the subject of annual charges, has the following to say on the subject of de¬ 
preciation: . 

"It I# necessary to provide for two kinds of annual expense—depreciation 
and maintenance. 

"DEPRECIATION.—There Is no human device that, even with the best 
care, will not gradually wear out. and there are few that escape that destructive 
inarch of Invention that sooner or later renders It necesnary to replace old ap¬ 
pliances with those of a more modern and economical design. 

"Depreciation, therefore, it such an annual allowance as will, at the end 
of the probable usoful lifetime of the plant under consideration, provide a suf¬ 
ficient sum to pay the entire cost of complete replacement. It Is folly to ignore 
this charge, for If. owing to a false sense of security, such provision be omit¬ 
ted, the fateful day of reckoning will surely arrive when nn empty treasury and 
a * plant that 1# worn out or ohsolcte Tender bankruptcy inevitable. There are 
many case* In which the permissible rates r»f depreciation may be simply that 
necessary to provide for the actual wearing out of the plant, due to natural de¬ 
structive causes, und. In some instances, for example, earthwork construction, 
the rates may be very low. for such structures are almost Imperishable. But,, 
with dynamic machln^rv which 1# constantly In operation, where the wear and 
tear are much greater, higher rat©s are necexsary. In the case of telephone In¬ 
stallation*, particularly at the present time, a larga factor in th® depreciation 
account is the constant improvement in the methods and systems which renders 
the best-constructed plants obsolete and valueless long before they are worn 
out. There are few telephone offices in the country that have survived five 
years without rebuilding, and none that have lived a decade, owing to the very 
rapid improvements which have taken place in switchboard and substation con¬ 
struction. With the wire plant. Ilf#* Is longer, a# th© rate of improvement Is 
slower, and. In case of underground construction, the plant Is on the whole of a 
durable character." i Abbott’s Telephony. Part 2. page 102.) 

As to the exact amount that should be annually charged for depreciation, 
this must be determined by experience and the exercise of sound Judgment with 
reference to any particular character nf plant The consensus of the best opin¬ 
ion. however. Is that It 1* best to provide for depreciation by an Annual flat rate 
instead of waiting until the depreciation ha# actually occurred, and then at¬ 
tempting to estimate the amount of It from time to time. Mr. Abbott says; 

"Depreciation Is tipually and most conveniently expressed at such nn an¬ 
nual percentage rate upon the prime cost of construction n* will amount at the 
end of the probable lifetime of the plant to th«» cost of replacement." 

This author does not rtate his opinion a* to what Is a fair annual charge 
for depreciation on a telephone plant as n whole. He divides It up and gives 
what he considers proper depreciation charges on different part* of the plant, 
varying from as low as 8 1-3 per cent, on certain l©a*t perishable parts to a# 
high as IT. per cent, and 16 per cent, on the most perishable parts. But In the 
city of Chicago the whole subject of telephony was exhaustively considered and 
reported upon by n commission of experts employed by the City Council, Their 
exhaustive report Is printed In the monthly publication entitled "Telephony." 
published at Chicago in the ifmnths of May and June, 1907. On the subject of 
depredation this commission said: 

“We have below set forth careful estimate* of depreciation for your Infor¬ 
mation. so that you may see the way In which we have arrived at the percent¬ 
age. In our opinion, a reasonable percentage to set aside for depreciation and 
Insurance fund, to apply at the present era. is 8 per cent, of the value of the 
wholo tangible property of the company, excluding land, stock of materials and 
cash on hand: but it l# our further opinion th.it It Is desirable »o provide for a 
readjustment of this percentage at certain periods ip the future, because the 
proportions of short-lived and long-lived plants may ch-ing * with the advance 
of the art during the next few >©or*. W> believe that ;h© depredation rate Is 
likely to decrease, but It l* Impossible to foresee what the futurt rate should 
be." (Telephony for month of June. 1907, page 381.) 

The Government of the United Slates secured an exhaustive report for Its 
Department of Commerce and Labor, which report was transmitted to the Sec¬ 
retary of that department on January 23, 1906 In that report, printed page 17, 
the following general statement Is made a* to the result of Investigation# of all 
tho telephone companies of th© country on the subject of depreciation charges, 
to-wit: 

"The general reservation fer depreciation and reserve appears to bo in¬ 
adequate, especially in view of the necessity for frequent and entire reconstruc¬ 
tion of lines and exchanges, on account of the growth of the industry and the 
changes in the methods of operation. Some light was thrown on this point by 
the report of th© Merchants’ Association of Now York concornlnr telephone 
rate* in that city, in that report, presented In June. 1906. the case Is cited of a 
company In Baltimore. Md.. where th© entire original plant, after being in serv¬ 
ice for five years, was disposed of as Junk and >2.155,000 was spent In Its re¬ 
placement." 

Tho directors of the Louisville Home Telephone Company at the beginning 
of th© year 1907 took up th© question nf depreciation. Investigated it ns best 
they could, and concluded that a charge of per cent, per annum on the cash, 
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cost nf the plant was proper, this being somewhat l©** than the ©hurg© recom¬ 
mended by the t’hlcago experts. And they believed then and believe now that 
It I* a charge which I# proper and necessary to be made If the plant is to bo 
preserved In value and efficiency. 

Therefore, when We say, as we do say. that the rates allowed to the Louis¬ 
ville Home Telephone Company under It* present franchise have not been suf- 
Inclent to enable it to pay its operating and maintenance expenses. It# deprecia¬ 
tion charge and Interest on its bonds at 5 per cent., we think we have made 
I A *tatem©nt which show# to a fair-minded public that we are entitled to relief, 
as any person, whether man or corporation. Is entitled to fair living wage* for 
j services rendered. 

Furthermore, in the statement referred to by the Mayor, not a cent was 
allowed out of earnings for the payment which the Home Telephone Com* 
pany s mortgage requires to be paid semi-annually into n sinking fund for the 
j ultimate payment of the bonds Yet the necessity for this payment ts Just a* 
cssentiol as the payment of Interest to prevent foreclosure. 

No Dividends. 

it is said that the stock of the Louisville Home Telephone Company was 
glwn away as a bonus with Its bonds and Is not entitled to earn a dividend. 
This Is not an accurate statement of facts; but, even assuming it to be such, it 
will be observed from tho statements heretofore made that not a fraction of a 
cent is allowed for dividends to stockholder*. If proper provision had been 
made for depreciation, by the actual setting aside of a proper amount for that 
purpose out of earnings, there would not have been enough left to pay Interest 
on Its bonds at 6 per cent. Of course, this Interest was puid. and the result 
was that there was not enough to set aside for a proper depreciation account. 

But we submit furthermore to iho public that men who invest their money 
In such a public Improvement as this are entitled to earn something more than 
bare 5 per cent. Interest on the bonded debt. There are not many plants cost¬ 
ing 11,800.000 thRt are built without borrowing a large part of the money In¬ 
vested In them. Just as there I# very little business of any kind carried on upon 
a large scale without borrowing money for the purpose. And men who do thus 
borrow money, and by this character of enterprise add to the comfort, con¬ 
venience and prosperity of the community, expect and are entitled to earn 
something more than bare interest on the mohey borrowed. Blit, as we have 
already said. In the case of tho Louisville Hume Telephone Company, Us earn¬ 
ings under Its present franchise rate* have not been sufficient to do even this 
much. 

The Telephone History and the Mayor’s Course. 

About nine years ago certain citizens of Louisville, who were -^really dis¬ 
satisfied with the poor service of the Cumberland Telephone Company and lta 
nanner of treating the public, determined to secure competition In the tele¬ 
phone business. The result was that an ordinance was passed for the aale of 
a telephone franchise. This was bought for the sum of >10,000, Which was paid 
In cash to the city, and thereafter the Louisville Home Telephone Company was 
formed and this franchise was assigned to It. and paid for by 1L The persons 
interested in this enterprise had had little, if any, experience In the opera¬ 
tion of telephone plants, and there were limitations upon the rates in the fran¬ 
chise granted, and also other restrictions which aL the Uni© wer© doubtless be¬ 
lieved by all persons to be fair and reasonable, but have turned out to be other¬ 
wise. 

After the granting of the franchise and the organization of the corporation 
the company proceeded to build and complete a telephone plant of absolutely 
first-class character. Not a piece of shoddy work was put into it. Every de¬ 
vice known for the rendering of perfect telephone service was used. And thus a 
plant was secured which In point of efficiency is without a superior. Thl* plant 
(by which Is meant the Louisville plant alone, excluding the plants in New Al¬ 
bany and other places) up to the close of the year 1308 has cost, on a cash ba¬ 
sis. only a littL short of 51.300,Out); and if to this Ik- added the cost of other 
plants, such a# New Albany, belonging,to the Louisville Home Telephone Com¬ 
pany, there ts Involved u total cost of >1,800.000. 

For nine years the company has given to the citizens of Louisville a tele¬ 
phone service Of the highest efficiency anti at extremely low rates, rau*s great¬ 
ly below those charged b>( Its competitor, so that, whatever may b© In stor© In 
the future, thousands of people In the city of Louisville have ifi the nine years 
past gotten the benefit of splendid telephone service at very reduced rates. 

MOREOVER, THE TELEPHONE COMPANY DI KING ALL THIS PE¬ 
RIOD HAS BEEN GIVING EMPLOYMENT TO LARGE NUMBERS OF THE 
CITIZENS OF LOUISVILLE. AND PROBABLY NOT LESS THAN 2.500 PEO¬ 
PLE DEPEND EITHER DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY ON MONEY RE¬ 
CEIVED FROM THE LOUISVILLE HOME TELEPHONE COMPANY FOR 
THEIR DAILY BREAD. 

Moreover, it has not only paid the ordinary city, county and State taxes. In¬ 
cluding u franchise tux. but it hus paid to the city of Louisville a tax of >1.00 
per telephone per year on all Its telephone*, over 6.000 in number. 

These are advantages and benefits already received and which cannot be 
lost, no matter what may be done in the future. 

The capital Invested In the Louhivtlle Hume Telephone Company Is almost 
entirely home capital. Tho commercial bodies and the business men of Louis¬ 
ville are continually making an effort to secure new enterprises for the city. 
Great inducements are frequently offered enterprises to move from some other 
placet and come here, or, If they be new. then to locate here In the first place. 
Surely an enterprise which has already come, and which has Invested the enor¬ 
mous sum which ha* been invested by this company in the city of Louisville, 
und which give# employment to the number of people and pay* the taxes which 
this company pays, should be allowed to live. 

A moment's consideration will show against what tramendoui odds this 
new institution, formed in our midst and with home capital, has struggled in 
competition with its rival in the business. (1) In the first place, it was com¬ 
pelled to pay $10,000 in cash for the mere right to do business in the city, while 
the Cumberland Company paid not n cant. (2) In the next place, its franchise 
only purports to run for £0 years from its beginning, white tha Cumberland 
Company claims a perpetual franchise. (3) In the next place, its rates for 
service are limited, while the Cumberland’s rates are unlimited, with the result 
that to-day tho Cumberland's rate on a single-line business telephone is exact¬ 
ly twice what the Home Company's rate is. (4) In tho next place, the Homo 
Company is required to pay $1.00 a year on every telephone in excess of 6.000, 
whicn to-day imposes upon it a tax of from between $2,400 and $2,500 annually, 
while the Cumberland Company pays nothing of thia kind. (5) In the next 
place, there are restrictions upon the manner of doing business, in the matter 
of party lines and pay stations, while no such restrictions are upon the Cum¬ 
berland Company. When these fact# are taken Into consideration. In connec¬ 
tion with the fact that when the Home Company started it was absolutely 
new, while the Cumberland Company was already Intrenched and was a part of 
an organization of enormous capital. It will be seen that the fight of the Lou¬ 
isville Home Telephone Company should attract the admiration and support 
of all men to whom an earnest, honest effort In’ a legitimate public enterprise 
mdkom appeal. 

As we have shown in a preceding part of this paper, the experience of 9 
years has demonstrated that the rates allowed under the present franchise of 
the Louisville Home Telephone Company were fixed too low, and are not liv¬ 
ing rates, if the efficiency of the company’s plant and its service are to be main¬ 
tained. Accordingly two yours ago an ordinance was Introduced Into the City 
Council providing for the sale of a franchise, not incumbered by some of the re¬ 
striction# on sen Ice which arc futind In the present franchlso of the Louisville 
Home Telephone Company, and providing alniply that the rates should be rea¬ 
sonable and should be subject to regtilution from time to time by the General 
Council. This ordinance, after Its Introduction In the Board of Counellmen. 
was amended so as to fix maximum rates, to-wlt: >7.00 for a slngle-llne busl- 
ne#s telephone; 54 . 0.1 for a two-party line business telephone; >3.6a for a sin¬ 
gle-line residence telephone, and >2.50 for a two-party lino residence tele¬ 
phone. This ordinance was passed by the General Council. The Mayor at¬ 
tempted to veto it. but tho courts have held that his attempted veto was in- 
vatld. After the courts held this, the Mayor then forced the very Council which 
had passed thl* ordinance to repeal it. 

The Mayor’s Ordinance For Sale of a Franchise. 

But in the meantime, while thia ordinance just mentioned was before the 
courts, the Mayor started out on his own .nitiativa to solve tho telephono prob¬ 
lem. He had tha City Attorney (Judge A. E. Richards) to propare an ordinance 
for the sale of a telephone franchise. His avowed purpose at that time was to 
secure but one telephone system in the city of Louisville. As there were then 
two telephone plants in the city (in each of which very largo capital had been 
invested), and as tho Constitution of tho State positively prohibits any kind of 
combination betwaon competing telephone companies, the Mayor's purpose was 
to absolutely destroy one or the other of these costly plants, and thus to destroy 
an investment in the city of Louisville, in either case, of over $1,500,000. Which 
one he purposed to destroy subsequent evonts have plainly shown. 

HI# ordinance, os originally framed, fixed >6.00 a# the maximum rat»» for a 
single-line business telephone for the first half of the term (10 years) and >7.00 
for the last half of tho term. It also provided for the repeal of the Cumberland 
Company’s franchise. After the introduction of this ordinance, there was a 
consultation between the City Attorney, Judge Richards, and the representa¬ 
tives of th© Home Telephone*Company (as there doubtless was also between 
him and the Cumberland's representatives), the result of which conference with 
tha Home Company's ropresontativoa was that, with the Mayor’s concurrence, 
the rates fixed in that ordinance were changed so that on a etngle-line busi¬ 
ness telephone they were $6.00 for tho first seven years, $7.00 for tho next seven 
years and not exceeding $8.00 for the remainder of tho term, the exact amount 
to be fixed by arbitration. At thia time the Mayor was pretendino and seem¬ 
ing to act impartially between tho two companies, and to be indifferent to the 
question of whether tho Home Telephone Company or the Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone Company secured his franchise, and became the one company which he 
desired. 

After this agreement with the Mayor on rate* was reached, his ordinance 
was passed In the Board of Counellmen by the overwhelming vote of 1H to i., 
It then went before the Board of Aldermen ftnd was referred to a committee, 
which had a publir hearing. At that hearing the representatives of the Home 
Company expressed thetr views. Judge Richard# expressed his view# and said 
that tho rates fixed were agreeable to the Mayor. The Cumberland Company 
was present, and spoke through Its president, Mr. Caldwell, and its general 
counsel. Mr. Cranberry. Both of these gentlomen then averted that the Cum¬ 
berland Company denied th© right of the city to repeal It* franchise, and that 
they would not bid on th»- franchise proposed by tho Mayor’s ordinance. If of¬ 
fered for *alr. This was their statement nt the public hearing, and they also 
had. us we understand, a private interview with the Mayor. What passed there 
we do not know. 

The matter was then In this situation: If the Mayor believed tlml the city 
had a right to repeal the Cumberland Company's franchise, a# he must have 
believed if he was In good faith In Insert that pmvlslon In hi# ordinonce. 
and «* ho would seem to have believed from the fyrth*r fact thut he subse¬ 
quently had Introduced and passed by the Council another ordinance for the 
sole purpose of repeollng that franchise, and if »t was further true that he Had 
no favorite and cared not whether the Cumberland or the Heme Company se¬ 
cured the franchise which his ordinance offered, thon the matter was a por- 
fectly plain and simple one. He could have allowed his ordinance to pa s$ the 
Board of Aldermen, ca it had already passed the Board of Councilman, and 
could have approved it ond allowed it to become a law. Thon, if the Cumber¬ 
land Company refused to bid at the tale of the franchise, the Home Cc.mpany 
would have acquired it, and the Cumberland’s frrnch<se would have stood re¬ 
pealed by the ordinance, and the Mayor could have fought out with the Cum¬ 
berland Company the question of tho right to repeal, in which he professed to 
believe. 

The result of this, however, would have been that if tho Mayor had won his 
fight with the Cumberland the Cumberland would have been excluded from 
the city, and the Home Telephone Company would havo been the sole possessor 
of tho franchise. But this was manifestly not what the Mayor des ; red. He did 
_esire one company, but he desired that company to be the Cumberland. H* 
did desire to destroy one company, and he deairod that company Wo be the Home 
Company. And to that end He has worked ever since. 

After the occurrence* above mentioned, to-wit. after the public hearing be¬ 
fore the committee of tho Board of Alderman and iho private Interview be¬ 
tween the Mayor and the representatives of thr Cumberland, be by his personal 
efforts procured the defeat of his ordinance In the Board of Aldermen. 


This having boen done, the Mayor thon introduced into the Council on th# 
same night two extraordinary ordinances, extraerdinary when read together. 
One of them was an ordinance to repeal the Cumberland Company’s franchise, 
a right of the city in which the Mayor still professed to believe, and tho other 
was an ordinance which he himself, in his late cpeech, says .vis an “ordinance 
fixing the maximum rato for the Cumberland at $5.50 per month for business 
telephones and requiring corresponding reduction for other classes of tele¬ 
phones." And both of these ordinances he forced the Council to pass. That they 
are absolutely inconsistent with each other, if both are valid, ia, of course, in¬ 
contestable. 

One repeals the company’s right to do business, and the other 
fixes the rates for doing business, which, of course, concedes tho 
right to do the business. In other words, one fixes the rates for doing 
business which the other prohibits. 

Another extraordinary thing with reference to the Mayor’s action at this 
time is that when someone suggested making the maximum rate only $5.00 
a month for a single-line business telephone, the Mayor said he was afraid 
to go below $5.50 per month, because he was afraid tha courts would hold 
anything lower to be confiscatory. And yet he pretends to believe that th# 
Louisville Homo Telephone Company is making a handsome profit on a rata 
of only $4.C0 per month. How he can maintain his belief in both propositions 
is Inconceivable to an intelligent being. 

Judging of hia thoughts and purposes from his actions and not from hia 
words, the conclus on is irresistible that he knows the rates of tho Home Com¬ 
pany are not paying rates, and that ho is attempting to hold it down to them in 
order to accomplish hie purpose of having but one telephone system only in th# 
city of Louisville, which shall bo the Cumberland Telopnone Company, a cor¬ 
poration owned almost entirely by foreign capitalists, and to destroy the system 
built by Home capital. 

The Citizens’ Meeting. 

While the Mayor was Juggling with ordinances, th© Commercial Club 
called a meeting of dtixens to consider the telephone situation. The result of 
that meeting was the appointment of a committee of twenty-five, of which 
Judge A. E. Richards, formerly the City Attorney, but then out of office, was 
made chairman, th© duty of which committee was to consider the telephone alt- 
uatlon. That committee made a careful study of th© matter submitted to it and 
finally made a report In which they said, among other things, in substance that 
it was the claim of the Louisville Home Telephone Company that undar its 
present schedule of rates it could not command sufficient capital to enlarga its 
service sufficiently to take care of a large amount of additional business, and, 
said the committee: ’'Moreover, tho investigation made by this committee con¬ 
vinces it that tho claim is well founded." The committee also showed by thl# re¬ 
port that It had addressed letters both to the Cumberland Company and to 
th© Home Company, asking each uf them to consent to th© following schedule 
of rates: 1 

For a single-line business telephone .....$5.50 

For a party-line business telephone. 4.00 

For a single-line residence telephone .. 3.00 

For a party-line residence telephone .. 1L0« 

And the committee further reported that the Cumberland Company had 
declined to make any such agreement, but that th# Home Company had an¬ 
swered the committee’s letter and had agreed to abide by this schedule for three 
y< ars. Nothing, however, could satisfy the Mayor except the destruction of the 
Home Telephone Company, and, notwithstanding this report by the Citizens' 
Committeo and the expression by the Home Telephone Company of its willing¬ 
ness to ab'de by the rates fixed by that committee, and, although the Court of 
Appeals had held that the city had a right to waive the ratos fixed in the old 
Home Telephone Company’s franchise, ond. although the Circuit Court hod fur¬ 
ther hold that th# ordinance providing for the sale of a new franchise was 
valid and in offoct, and had entered a judgment commanding the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works to sell the franchise pursuant thereto, the Mayor, bent on his pur¬ 
pose of destruction, forced the Council to repeal the ordinance providing for the 
sale, before the judgment of the court could be carried into execution. 

Party Lines. 

In thl# situation of affairs, th© Home Telephone Company had to consider 
what It was to do. Large capital was Invested In Its plant; people were seeking 
Its service; It was not able to supply th© demand, If required to give every sub¬ 
scriber u single line to himself; It had not the capital, and under Its existing 
rates could not raise the capital, to extend Us system as to give slngle-llne 
service to all who dt-Mred it. By installing party linos, thus doubling up, so to 
speak, and putting two people on a line, it could greatly extend its corvico and 
make it more profitable to itself; and at tho same time could giv# this party-line 
service at lower rates than it was giving the single-line service. In other words, 
the installation of tho party linos would benefit the public by bringing within 
their reach a cheap telephone service at lower rates than the Louisville Home 
Tetephono Company's franchise rates on single lines, ond at lower rates than the 
Cumberland Company's party-line service; and at tne same time would relievo 
the company, because, by putting two people on a lino it would extend its ca¬ 
pacity for service and make the same more profitable. 

Accordingly it determined to try this. The Mayor learned of it and wrote a 
letter asking if the company intended to install party lines. The company re¬ 
sponded. explaining the situation to him. and pointing out that no human being 
could be injured by it, because if a person were on a single line he, of course, 
would not be affected by come other person being on a party line, and if he 
was on a party line, it was only because he was willing to be upon it and had 
sought the service: while, on the other hand, the company itself would be bene¬ 
fited in the way just pointed out. The company further callod his attention to 
the fact that there was only one person in the world that could be injured by the 
Home Company's installation of this cheap service, and that person was ITS 
COMPETITOR, THE CUMBERLAND TELEPHONE COMPANY. 

Yet, in the face of these facts, the Mayor has had the City Attor¬ 
ney to bring a suit seeking to enjoin the Home Telephone Company from the 
use of party lines, which timplv means that he is seeking to enjoin tho giving 
to the people of a cheaper telephone service than they can get in any other pos¬ 
sible way, cither from the Home Company’s single-line service or from th© 
Cumberland’# party-lln© #»*rvlce. If he succeeds in his suit, which we do not 
believe he will do, it will help the Cumberland Company, but nofiody else. 

But again, by way of attempting to show th© great benefit h© has don© the 
people, the Mayor calls attention to th© fact that the Home Company desired 
by Its proposed ordinance to raise Its rates on slngle-llne business telephones 
from 54.00 to |7.00 ih© Incorrectly #ays >7.50). This Is the moat striking In¬ 
crease In rates proposed by this ordinance H© does not call attention to th# 
other changes, which are not so great, and he docs not call attention to the small 
number of people that will probably be affected by this one increase, as com¬ 
pared with the great mass of people who would not be affected by it, but who, 
on the contrary, would be benefited by the change in rate# involving the in¬ 
stallation of party lines and the readjustment as betwoen single and party lines. 
Of course, th© Home Company cannot tell In advance how many business houses 
would take Its single-line servlc© if this readjustment of service and of rate* 
should take place, for It has bad no experience in thl* situation as yet., But 
something can b© Judged from th© experience of the Cumber land Company, 
which ha* long had both single-line und party-lln© service with the different 
rat©* applicable to th© different kinds of service. In its sworn bill of cempteint 
in the Federal Court, in its su t against the city of Louisville, it states that tha 
total number of its subscribers to the Louisville exchanqe ia 9,657. nnd that of 
this number onlv 738 use the single-line business te'ephone, v.hich is just about 
8 per cent, of the whole. If the Home Compjny should have s smilar ex¬ 
perience, it will thus be seen that only a v#ry inconsiderable number of people 
will be affected by that change in rates which is the only one the Mayor men¬ 
tions. nnd. of course thl# class of people ar© thus© best able to stand th© su*:- 
eestod change, and who will * f and it. because th©v b©ll©v© ‘the scrvlc© ts worth 
It. On the other hand, consider the effect upon the Home Telephone Com¬ 
pany’s subscribers for residence telephone*. At the rates on residence telephones 
stand under the present Heme Telephone Company's franchise, they are $2.00 
within a radius of a mile from the courthouse: $2 50 between th© one-mile and 
two-mile limit from the courthour^, and $3 CO beyond the two-mil# limit. Under 
the scale of rates which the Citizens’ Committee proposed, and which the Horn# 
Company signified its willingness to adopt, the ree-dence rates would be $2.00 
for a two-party lino anywhere in the city of Louisville and $3.00 for a single-line 
residence telephone anywhere in the city. The result of this would be that 
anyone takino a two-party line, if he lived between on# rrvfo and two mJei 
from the ccurthouso. could get a telephone fifty cents a month cheaper than he 
can get it to-day, even from the Home Tefephon© Company. And if he lived be¬ 
yond the two-mile limit, he could got It for $1.00 a month cheaper than the 
Louisville Home Telephone Company's franchise authorizes, and could get thia 
service fifty cents a month cheaper than he can get even tho party-line servica 
of the Cumberland Comoany. no matter whore ho lives. 

And, as an illustration of how this matter* hat actually operated, the Louis¬ 
ville Home Telephone Company, since it beqan preparation for party linos end 
has been receiving subscriptions for party-lino service, has written in al) 1,542 
contracts, of which 224 are for single lines and 1.318 are for party linos. An»1 
nf th©*© 1,318 party-lino contracts 1,032 have boen for residence telephones. 

And these 1.032 people will get their telephone service cheaper 
than they can get a party-line service from the Cumberland Company, 
and cheaper than thev can get the single-line service from the Home 
Company, if ii. be prohibited from using party lines. 

Yot. as cald befbr©. while this Is a benefit tn the public. It al*o benefits the 
company because by permitting It to make gr©ater us© nf many of lt« lines 
b> putting two people on h line (with their consent). It at th© same time make* 
more profit. b» cau*c It Increa*©* th© rapacity of Itr. line* and tho#© u ho operate 
th»'m. a* or.© operator ran serve two penjfio on one lln© with very much c»*eat©r 
©use than #h© can *©rv.' tv > people on separate line*. And, of course. *|| »ub- 
ccribers are benefited bv the system being extended, thus bringing each sub¬ 
scriber into ccnnoction with more pecple. 

The Contract Question. 

It has been that when th© Horn© Telephone Company bought its present 
franchise an Irrevocable contract was mad© between It and the city for th© 
benefit of tho public, and that the city authorities (Mayor and Council) had nn 
right to waive the provisions of such contract and permit the cempany.to ac¬ 
quire a more rrasnn&hle franchise. 

But this question has been settled by the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, 
which held in the case betv/esn tho city and the Company that such right did 
oxlst. and that the city could offer a new franchise and permit khe company to 
buy it in place of the old one. 

Furthermore, it is our belief that the Louisville Home Telephone Company 
has tho right to avail itself of the ordinance which the Mayor had tho Council 
to pass, fixing telephone rotes, which are the same rates as these recommended 
by tho Citizens’ Committee. The ordinance is general in its terms. 

It does not mention the Cumberland Telephone Company; and, 
although the Mayor says it was intended to regulate the Cumberland 
Company’s rates, and although the ordinance attempts to exclude the 
Home Company from its benefits, wc do not believe such discrimina¬ 
tion cm be legally accomplished. And this question th? courts will 
be called upon to decide. It therefore remains to be seen whether 
the Mayor has really succeeded in accomplishing the injustice he has 
tried to bring about, and for which he is claiming so much credit in 
his public speeches; or whether by his own act (though not so in¬ 
tending) he has made it possible for the Home Company to receive 
living rates.

Tammany'! Convention. 

The Tammany municipal convention 
In New York City was characterized by 
some unusual features. Judge William J. 
Gaynor was nominated for Mayor, but It 
la generally understood that he wo* not 
the man Tammany would have liked to 
nominate. It was seen, however, that 
there wa* an unmistakable disposition 
among the masses to support Gaynor. 
who went Into the race as a people's 
candidate. He had already secured the 
indorsement of o number of independent 
political organizations. The Tammany 
convention was put oft until a late day. 
presumably that the bossve might see 
In what direction the political wind was 
blowing .''Finding the trend of sentiment 
unmistakably toward Gaynor. Tammany 
nominated him. 

Judge Gaynor is a man of great popu¬ 
larity and of strong convictions. Wil¬ 
liam Travers Jerome, who. U seeking 
re-clecilon na District Attorney, does 
not like Gaynor and took the opportuni¬ 
ty to say ko In no uncertain terms a 
few days before the Tammany conven¬ 
tion wns held. The Tammany leaders 
•had no liking for either Jerome or Gay 
nor, but they realized that the exigen¬ 
cies of the campaign called for extraor¬ 
dinary measures. Gaynor. apparently, 
wo* popular with everybody except Je¬ 
rome, and Tammany had no candidate 
who measured up to the demands of 
the hour. It waa safer to name Gaynor 
and take the chunce* of being able to 
control him in cose of his election. Tam¬ 
many, therefore, is whooping things up 
for Gaynor. It ie probable that he will 
be elected. Bannard, the Republican 
nominee, is not & strong candidate. 
Hearat and his Independence league 
seem to have failed to exercise any in¬ 
fluence on the situation. There will be 
minor candidates, but from present In¬ 
dications they wttl cut no flgure. 

Another peculiar feature of Tamma¬ 
ny’s convention was the failure to men¬ 
tion Mayor McClellan. There waa no 
resolution Indorsing his administration 
and no voice was raised in the meet¬ 
ing to say's kind word for him. The 
Mayor evidently has lost popularity 
wuh others besides Gen. Bingham, but 
If Gen. Bingham has told the truth In 
his numerous magazine articles Tam¬ 
many la not appreciative of the Mayor's 
efforts to placate the tiger. The Mayor, 
in essaying the difficult tAsk of pleas¬ 
ing everybody, has accomplished the 
ueual result. 

In adopting a platform a tariff plank 
was inserted arraigning the Republican 
National Administration for its failure 
to keep the platform pledges The 
tariff will be no more of an issue in the 
New York municipal campaign than 
will be the conditions In the Congo Free 
State. All the tariff schedules in Chris- 
tendom weigh not so much with Tam¬ 
many as the control of one office In the 
otty hall, or one police station In a dis¬ 
trict where pickings are abundant. No 
Tammany orator Is going to waste 
words In discussing the tariff and the 
tariff question has nothing to do with 
tho sort of administration Tammany 
has been giving New York. The plank 
was thrown in, obviously, na a mere 
filler. 

Tammany, In the present campaign, 
has been hard pressed for candidates 
and issues. In selecting Judge Gaynor 
It has shown its ability to recognlao the 
heat way cut of a difficult situation. 


negroes In and around Louisville and 
their number la Increasing, both by Im¬ 
migration and a healthy birth rate. 
They look so little like dying out that 
the negro problem Is an Issue in local 
polities. Negroes are becoming so nu¬ 
merous In Chicago * at white suburban 
residents ore devising ways and me*ns 
to keep them out of localities hereto¬ 
fore exclusive. The colored voter has 
become so important a factor in Mary¬ 
land politics that the Democrats In 
that State are trying to secure the 
adoption of u constitutional amendment 
to restrict the right of suffrage. There 
are Mi .000 negroes In Washington, a 
good many of them holding offices un¬ 
der the Federal Government. The State 
of Mlsslsflppi had 041.200 whites In 
1000 and 907,630 negroes. 

These are merely a few tnatar^Tes to 
show that the negro is not disappear¬ 
ing fast Examples of the kind could 
be multiplied by reference to census 
figures and other statistics and to the 
ordinary fact* and events of current 
bl*tor> r . 


Not Disappearing Fast 

Another magasine writer has come to 
the front with a theory' that the negro 
race Is flying out. Thia writer believes 
that the ao-caJIed negro problem will 
disappear by the disappearance of th<* 
negro. There la not much In the census 
figures to bear out the theory. In 1880 
the colored population of the United 
States was $.580,792. In 1290 It had In¬ 
creased to 7,488,788. In 1900 It was 
8.840,789 and It le estimated that next 
year’* census will show' It to be up¬ 
wards of 10,000,000. 

Tl>ere la a heavy death rate among 
negroes In cities, it le true. This prob¬ 
ably la due to the unfavorable and un¬ 
healthful conditions which prevail In lo¬ 
calities largely Inhabited by negroes. 
The negro does not flourish In cities, at 
least not In proportion as does the 
white race. Ho Is not ao comfortably 
housed or fed or clad as the white man 
and he 1* notoriously more circles* 
about conserving his health For these 
reasons the mortuary records of the 
cities might Indicate that the colored 
race Is disappearing It should be re¬ 
membered. however, that there are still 
some millions of negroes residing tn 
rural communities. In those communi¬ 
ties the death rate Is not so great a« 
In the cities and the birth rate Js larger, 
proportionately, than among the 
whites. 

Banker Washington's school and a 
number of others like It nr# teaching 
the negro how to live and the more 
he I earns about living the leq* likely 
he Is to die. The ra-^e I* making prog¬ 
ress. slow though It be. and the man 
who can flgure on Its early or ultimate 
disappearance Is basing his calculations 
on somethin* that Is not warranted by 
census returns or by ordinary observa¬ 
tion.

A Champion of Bwaua Turafco. 

The La Crosse Tribune rises, us a 
champion of Bwana Tumbo. to assail 
the veracity and asperse the motive* of 
the Courier-Journal because this news¬ 
paper pointed out the error of de¬ 
nouncing President Taft’s Winona 
speech upon the tariff n« proof of his 
disregard for the policies of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

To quote: 

‘The unfairness of this criticism h 
obvious. When RoostveR came Into of¬ 
fice. there lay before him the wide and 
unlnterruiHftd range of gt^at grafts, and 
he went oTtfr tnem hard. Hi* day* and 
nights were f ull^ of fight • • • He did no; 
attack the tariff. Perhaps* he did iv* be¬ 
lieve It the great#* evil • • • His party 
iua* not pledged to revision, and h# 
struck at th# evkla which preared hard 
upon litm a* they appesarfd. There was 
comparatively liliile agitation until the 
cloew of h*a official term ♦ • • It was 
Roosevelt who advocated a permanent 
tariff oommlMkm of the sort sought by 
tho progressives." 

That an ultru conservative Adminis¬ 
tration, such ss that of President Taft’s 
seems likely to be regarded In view of 
his speeches upon the tariff, upon con¬ 
servation. upon ship subsidy, will cause 
the masses to magnify the dimensions 
of Theodore Roosevelt as a simon-pure 
exponent of all around reform is Inevit¬ 
able. Such a contingency was foreaeon 
when President^ Roosevelt, the undis¬ 
puted boss of his party, made Judge 
Taft his legatee. Evil-minded persons 
even went so far as to say that Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt selected Judge Taft be¬ 
cause he knew that he \*aa by convic¬ 
tion a conservative, and In tempera¬ 
ment anything rather titan an agitator. 
The motive Imputed was creditable to 
the astuteness of President Roosevelt 
as a master politician. It was said that 
he foresaw widespread disappointment 
as a result of the sort of administration 
he felt sure that his legatee would be 
responsible for. and that he counted 
upon that disappointment a* political 
capital for a strenuous reformer back 
from big game hunting and foreign 
travel and ready and willing to wallop 
the wicked, to oust the octopus, to eat 
the evilly disposed alive. 

Be that as It may. that which hits 
eventuated has In a measure fulfilled 
prophecy. We have a President totally 
different from the gentleman whose 
"days and nights were full of fight." 
Has a description of Theodore Roose¬ 
velt ever been written that can com¬ 
pare with this for terseness and truth* 
Roosevelt’s enemies tn the temples of 
the fnoney changers are the most ar¬ 
dent admirers of President Taft, which 
is not wholly to their discredit or his, 
because tho pyrotechnic*! methods of 
President Roosevelt were unfortunate. 
A boll in a China shop makes a fine 
figure of a hull, but smashes a great 
deal of chinaware unnecrasarlly. But 
notwithstanding the fact that he does 
differ so radically, from his predecessor. 
President TaR stands Just where Presi¬ 
dent Rocmevelt stood when President 
Roosevelt roared you os gently as any 
sucking dove upon race suicide and 
ripped the rafters from the roof In 
denouncing every kind of class legisla¬ 
tion except the moat Indefensible class 
legislation In existence, and avoided the 
tariff throughout his term as a man 
avoids plague. 

To plead a* an apology for President 
Roosevelt that there tvas no tariff agi¬ 
tation till the end of his term Is ridicu¬ 
lous In view of tlie fact that we have 
had continual tariff agitation since be¬ 
fore the gentleman under discussion 
wns bom. But even If this were true. 
It would be no excuse for a reformer 
whose modesty did not prevent him 
from proclaiming himself a leader of 
thought, and a leader of the charge 
upon corruption. A conservative waits 
till reform presses from without, and 
acts In response to public clamor. A 
reformer is impelled to act from mo¬ 
tives within, and does ail of the 
clAinorlng without assistance, aiming at 
making the public respond. In short, 
the conservative Is behind the times; 
the reformer strives to ke#p ahead of 
the times. That "his party was not 
pledged to revision** is no explanation. 
His party was not pledged to many of 
the reforms he advocated, some of 
which were beyond criticism. 

The Courier-Journal Inclines strongly 
to the view of the La Crosse Tribune 
that President Roosevelt did not regard 
the tariff system at the greatest evil. 
There was. to mention ono thing, the 
evil of the possible destruction of party 
solidarity, which President Taft ha* 
candidly said must be regarded ss of 
more Importance than Just legislation, 
at certain times and In certain places. 
The Courier-Journal charges Bwana 
Tumbo with nothing worse than a 
similar recognition of the Importance 
of keeping the Republican machine 
tuned and lubricated and full of the 
neoesrary petroleum product. It waa 
his cnutlon ns a politician, rather than 
his convtodohs* as an economist, that 
kept him as Silent ca a sepulchre while 
the Republican candidates for Congress 


shelled the woods with the declaration 
that he was the Prophet who would 
lead the Children of lsraal out of th • 
wilderness of DJngleyism. It was this 
same caution that caused him to allow t 
blmrvif to be quoted in a prominent , 
American magazine, during the closing 
days of his term, as advocating 
moral reforms" and leaving such sub¬ 
jects as the tariff to pule students of 
the science of government—as If any¬ 
thing could be more immoral than a 
law written by grafters fo perpetuate 
graft!

the virtues, and all of the wisdom, 
extant, let us read th# history of yes¬ 
terday a little more closely and keep 
Its fact* in mind. 


Mr. Morse and His Debts. 

Charles W. Mor4, the convicted 
financier, who was released from pris¬ 
on June 17 la*t, has hern devoting the 
months of his liberty to paying his 
deht*.^ Morse say* he owed $8,000,000 
when he got out of Jail and that ho 
ha* paid It all except $500,000. whlclV- 
he expects to clear away m a short 
time. 

For a man whose entire fortune of 
$22,000,000 was reported to have been 
swept away in the panic of 1907 this 
Is a marvelous accomp lament. Morse 
was convicted of violating the national 
banking laws. He probably did no 
more and no worse than ha* been done 
by some other bankers in New York, 
but he violated the law and was caught 
In the act. He was sent to tho Tomb* 
and after strenuous efforts succeeded 
in getting released on hall. Ills release 
was principally due to the devotion 
of hts wife, who labored unceasingly 
during his Imprisonment to secure ball. 
She was finally successful and Morse 
went to uot^k with the avowed inten¬ 
tion of making enough money to pay 
hi* debts. That ho Is a Napoleon of 
finance Is attested by the progress that 
he ho* made. 

Morse declares that he did nothing 
wrong; that lie was a victim of the 
system under which national banks 
operate throughout the cjitlre country: 
that the time was ripe for the Govern¬ 
ment to make an example of some 
V^dy; that he was chosen as the ex¬ 
ample, he believes, at tho personal di¬ 
rection of Theodore Roosevelt, then 
President. "I am certain," he asserts, 
"that I could guarantee to convict the 
official* of any national bank in the 
United States upon the same ground 
upon which I was convicted." He is 
optimistic In regard to his appeal and 
believes that he will secure sn acquit¬ 
tal eventually. 

All these statements may he true, 
but It Is probable that all of them are 
not. It is Inconceivable that even’ &a« 
tionai bank official in the country ha* 
been guilty of the thing* for which 
Morse was convicted by the court* of 
New York. Were that true ho has, 
Indeed, been a most unfortunate man 
and a large number of bankers have 
had better fortune than they deserve. 
In this particular, no doubt, he is over¬ 
drawing his statements as much as 
he overdrew some of his accounts in 
the days of hts financial troubles. In 
his trial he had the assistance of able 
legal counsel and powerful financial 
friends. The Jury which tried him evi¬ 
dently believed him guilty of some¬ 
thing more grave than the ordinary, 
everyday tricks and technicalities of 
the banking buslne*«. If he was not 
guilty of serious infringements of the 
Iaw then he has been a greatly mis¬ 
represented man. 

Be these things a* they may. Morse 
is to be commended for the diligence 
he ha* dlzplayed toward meeting his 
obligations. Seven Judgments, It Is re. 
ported, have been settled. Of four 
“open accounts," pending when his 
trouble come, three have been cleared 
away and one "awaits hi* leisure.** A 
recital qf how this ha* been done would 
constitute an interesting story. It Is 
to be hoped Morse will satisfy the pub¬ 
lic curiosity by giving the details when 
he completes the ta«k of paying his 
debts. /

Mis* Le Baron'* Carmen is one In which 
there Is no attempt to lift the half savage 
gypsy to a higher plane than would have 
been her*# in real life. She l* terpentine 
and sinister, coarse, ^brazen, yet fasci¬ 
nating—Just the type of woman to cau*© 
a bull fighter or a soldier to lose his head, 
and Just the type to tread the primrose 
patch of daitUtnc# In the direction of 
tragedy. The fineness of Mloe Le Baron’a 
portrayal Is In a measure lost upon the 
portion of the audience seated loo far 
from the stage to etudy her facial ex¬ 
pression. but In addition to a mobile face, 
which reflects the play of Carmen’s ©mo. 
tlons, she bring# to bear upon the prob¬ 
lem hands, arms, shoulders, hips, and 
last, but not least, fe#t. which mak© the 
exposition of Carmen complete. A vicious 
kick here and ther^ to express temper 
or contempt, adds an Illuminating touch 
to th# picture. 

Miss Le Baron's voice Is of good quality 
and range, but apparent hoarseness Inter* 
fered to a certain extent with Its flex¬ 
ibility last night. Her low note#, es¬ 
pecially early In the evsntng. were some¬ 
what husky, but th# voice cloared as It 
roae to the higher notes, which she 
reached In admirable style. 

Frank A. rrelich. as EscamlUo, scored 
heavily In the Toreador song, despit# the 
fact that hts role# Is a barytone, srhlle 
the rot# Is one usually assigned to a basw. 
Good chorus work gave a fine dash to the 
Toreador song, and It was greeted with 
long-continued applause that called for 
an encore. 

Among the principals. Gladys Caldwell 
was least suited to her role. Miss Cald¬ 
well Is small and slightly built. Pic- 
torlally she U satisfactory ss Mlchseta. 
but for the fact that she Is a decided 
brunette, white Mlchaeia’s golden hair is 
mentioned In a #ong, but her voice lack# 
the strength necsssary to adequately fill 
the hous#. 

The cast le well costumed and the 
stage settings are handsome. The chorus, 
dosplt# the fact that last night’s per¬ 
formance wee an Initial one.

Carmen" is probably the best of operas, 
dramatically considered. It is both well 
acted and well sung by the Sheehan 
Opera Company. The organization com¬ 
pares favorably with th# once wldely- 
popular "Castle Bquaro" company, with 
which Mr Sheehan waa connected som© 
eight or ten years ago. There Is no rea¬ 
son why It should not enjoy a prosperous 
season, and It# merit entitles It to th© 
attention of Loulsvliiians who appreciate 
good music, well rendered.

Frankfort. Ky., Oct. 4.—Judge O'Rear, 
of tho Court of Appeals. In an opinion 
handed down to-day upholds the con¬ 
tention of the State Board of Health 
In the tube tv ol In test cases In the In¬ 
junction suit of John Witt war and 
others vs. Dr. J. M. Mathews and oth¬ 
ers to prevent tho State Board from 
condemning to death cows suspected of 
having tuberculosis. 

Judge O'Rear wa* selected to preside 
in the case by th** attorney* for both 
sides, and he asked the other Judge* to 
consider the matter with him. They 
concurred In hi* opinion. 

While the judgment is really that of 
the Jvfferffon Circuit Court. It prac¬ 
tically makes an appeal useless on ac¬ 
count of the unanimous opinion of the 
Jurlges of rhe Appellate court. 

In his opinion the Judge says in purl; 

In the nature of the case It would bt 
as impracticable to first try out the ques¬ 
tion In court whether the plaintiff** cow* 
aro oUeased a* to call on the jury to *ay 
whether a general conflagration In a clt) 
mokes it neceanary to deatmy intervening 
house* to save the remainder. Bcflker klE 
tho oows than the children. Those cow* 
affected are a menace to the public health 
and, like a public nuisance, should b< 
summarily handled like all other public 
nulmuuew of euuaJ danger are handled 
We think the Injunction prayed for should 
not b«t granted.

a fact, not a mere suspicion; second, the 
roguUUlon adopted for testlug Its presence 
In th* particular animal or nerd must bt 
such as I* accepted by science aa one rea¬ 
sonably calculated to discover !t; third. 
If Uolatton or destruction la adopted ae a 
remedy. U must have been accepted by 
the medical profession that the treatment 
Is the one best calculated to eradicate the 
disease and atop Its spreading 
Th* courts will take judicial notice of 
what the various sciences hold a* estab¬ 
lished or accepted truths. The fact that 
tuberculosis is u contagious disease may 
affect bovine cattle, and through their 
milk may be cunt rue ted by humans, li 
now an accepted fact by the medical pro¬ 
fession 

Should rhe>Mater discard It, the courts 
will take notlca of that fact. The tuber¬ 
culin teat Is a proo*** io which cattle, 
when subjected. Indicate by certain 
symptoms the pretence or absence of th< 
disease While this teat possibly Is no 
universally accredited a* a sure on*. y»- 
the right of personal option of these sci¬ 
entists, who have given the subject s 
special study. Is that It is a reasonably 
oar tain one and practical 
It was therefore competent for the 
board to adopt It.

They were 
showered with congratulations alter the 
meeting because of their success. It 
was hardly believed by the most op¬ 
timistic that the present board ns a 
body would Indorse the dissolution of 
the unwieldy and cumbersome board 
for all time to come. Only Trustee P 
(l. Coker spoke on the resolution which 
neks the General Areembly to wipe the 
archaic Institution off the map of edu¬ 
cation In Louisville. HU remark* wore 
to the point:

By Saturday noon It 1* estimated that 
6.000,000 caterpillar* will be dead in On- 
itnoatl parks. At the present moment 
they are probably climbing the tree* w*lth 
their eyes intent upon the leafy f«*»t 
above them. . 

They wMl! eat. drink and die. For every 
Juicy leaf 1s but a *nare and a delusion- 
Eat one of them and you die of arsenate 
of lead poisoning. A caterpillar eating 
thereof will die faster than a man. Either 
the trees or the caterpillar* had to die. so 
Prof. Leue. a* city forester, decided that 
It must be the caterpillars. 

So he had the city buy a tank wagon, 
equipped In the rear with a gasoline en¬ 
gine. The tank wagon contains 350 gallons 
of fluid poison, which is more than enough 
to kill all the people living around Wash¬ 
ington Park. *aya Leue. 

The wagonful of poison Is equipped with 
two line* of hose. While the gasoline en¬ 
gine works It pumps the fluid poison 
through the hose, and two men. who work 
for Leue. squirt the death fluid over the 
leave* of the tro*s. If caterpillars knew 
anything at alt they could tell In a min¬ 
ute whether a l»wf was poisoned, such a 
leaf being colored white. But. being dense- 
ly Ignorant concerning the chemistry of 
poisons, the caterpillars eat their fill and 
never eat again. The slaughter Is to be 
ruthless If you go to any or the city 
parks Saturday you wilt find the demand 
the dying caterpillars strewn over- the 
landscape with none to offer sympathy. 
Next year's butterfly supply will thus be 
visibly decreased.

Coney Island snd Brooklyn Jockey 
Clubs, Bookmakers and Police Of¬ 
ficials Are Warned. 


MUCH DEPENDS ON OUTCOME. 


EW YORK, Oct. 4.—After two 
years of agitation against race¬ 
track gambling fa this State, 
marked by the passage of the 
drastic anti-betting bill, generally referred 
to as the Hart-Agn. w law, It remained 
for the Kings county (Brooklyn) grand 
Jury to writ* a new chapter in the ent- 
*ade to-day. when thorn were handed up 
in court Indictments against the two big 
Kings county racetracks, thre* polio* of¬ 
ficials, flv* private detectives and twenty- 
f)\* bookmakers. 

The Brighton Beach Racing Associa¬ 
tion wuls similarly Involved last year, but 
the case failed, and action tuui hereto¬ 
fore been mainly against bookmakers ot 
bettors, tho defendants m which proceed¬ 
ings have been generally exonerated by 
the lower courts, which held that) oral 
betting was no crime. Th* Aral test of 
these cases will be made by the Court of 
Appeals this week. 

It was the Increase of “oral betting” I 
conducted by oo-caJled "memory brok-1 
ers" that resulted In this latest evidence 
of Gov. Huglw*s‘ activity and the Indict¬ 
ment ns corporation* of the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club and tit* Coney Island Joeke> I 
Club. For some time past It was known 
that Gov. Hughes was dissatisfied with 
the apparent Increase fa oral betting con¬ 
ducted on a comparatively small acalr 
during the (Inst part of thq racing season, 
and for several day* there have been ru- 
mqrq of Indictments. But It was not until 
to-day that It become definitely known 
«vho the defendants were. 

Foremost are the Coney Island and 
Brooklyn Jockey clubs, charged as corpo¬ 
ration* with conspiracy In allowing bet¬ 
ting to go on. This Involves a number 
of the most prominent supporters of rac¬ 
ing In the United States. W. K. Vander¬ 
bilt owns a controlling Interest In the 
Coney Island Jockey Club, of wide) 
grhuyler L Parsons Is president. Georg# 
Peabody Wetmore and Mr. Vanderbilt 
ar* vie* presidents. F, R. Hitchcock treas¬ 
urer. V. E Sclmumberg secretary and 
Thomas H. Smith racing secretary. The 
board of governors Includes also J 
Harry Alexander. F. Gray Griswold 
Thomas Hitchcock, Jr„ E. D Morgan. 
Herbert C. Poll. F. K Sturgis and J. W. 
Wadsworth. The president of the Brook¬ 
lyn Jockey Club, which operates thr 
Gravesend track, la Philip J Dwy«r F 
R.>hrber*er la secretary. 

Tho police officials. Indicted for "con¬ 
spiracy" on th* ground that they know¬ 
ingly permitted the Bheepshead Bay race 
track to be u*ed on August 20 last fbr 
hotting purpose*, are Inspector John J 
O’Brien, who Is accused, ulso. of neglect¬ 
ing his duty In falling properly to super¬ 
vise the work of his subordinates; Scrgt 
Hugh Reynolds and Hugh Meyers, of In¬ 
spector O’Biien’s personal staff. 

Th*» private detectives arrested are 
Seymour Butler, who was in charge of th* 
race truck fore* and for years has been 
a wall-known figure to followers of the 
sport on metropolitan tracks, and four of 
his subordinates.

BOARD OF WORKS EXCEEDED ITS 
APPROPRIATION. 


LOOKS AS IF THE CITY IS IN A

MERCHANTS ALSO LOSE. 


The members of the Board of Public 
Works have not yet sent to thr fiscal 
department of the city the two pay¬ 
rolls for money expended In August 
over the appropriations. Just what is 
being done with ttie* two payrolls I* 
not known, but so far they have not 
made their appearance and the street 
repair workmen for the month of Aug¬ 
ust have never received the 17,600 due 
them. Neither have the merchants 
been paid *he I! 600 for goods delivered 
d*»rfi.g August t. the city and charged 
1«> rh» mount «*? tho street cleaning 
detM .1 lineut. These bills aggregate 

Th|* Board of Public Works prepared 
the payrolls In August and were In¬ 
formed that the appropriation* for 
there two city accounts had been ex¬ 
ceeded to auch an extmt that It was 
Impossible to pay the 10,000. The pay¬ 
roll* were then sent back to the Board 
of Public Works- it is believed that 
it was the Intention of this body to 
send the two payrolls In this month 
along with the .September payrolls for 
the ttmp departments. This actioir the 
law strictly forbids. as August closed 
the last fiscal year and* no city depart¬ 
ment Is allowed to bind the city for 
arty amount in excess of the appropria¬ 
tions. 

Just how the Board of Public Works' 
members intend to pay these bills in 
»ne race of the law has not yet rievel- 
*H>€d. City Controller Sam Wilhite sa>*8 
that he will refuse to register the two 
l*yrolls until he Is absolutely assured 
that he would not be doing 90 illegally 
The Board of Public Works evidently 
knows this, as the payrolls up to date 
have not reached Mr. Wilhite for offi¬ 
cial action. 

If the practice of spending more 
money than is appropriated was al¬ 
lowed to go unchecked the city would 
he bankrupt In a few years. The law 
strictly forbids any such practice for 
this specific reason. The Board of Pub¬ 
lic. Works overstepped the charter pro¬ 
vision* when they attempted to plunge 
the city Into debt by contracting for 
work and supplies for which there \va* 
no fund at hand 

It ha* now been more than a month 
since the men did their work for the 
city and their money Is not yet In sight 
-MaJ. Hayes once called the Board of 
public Work® a - Juvenile Board of Pub. 
He Works." Some of the workmen will 
he calling It worse than that, It Is 
thought. If their families have to suf¬ 
fer because of Its mistake In not being 
versed In the law
